CASH ON DELIVERY SERVICE.

The amount to be collected under the ‘‘Cash on Delivery” system is called the ‘“‘ Trade Charge”. 

The maximum Trade Charge shall in no case exceed £20. 

A special fee of 2d., prepaid in stamps affixed to the Request Form, is payable on every packet 
bearing a Trade Charge posted in St. Vincont.

When a Trade Charge has been collected the Post Office undertakes the responsibility for the due 
remittance of the amount to the sender of the packet.

The fee for a message from a non-renter to a non-renter is 4d. for every twenty words in addition to 
the address, and if a message is to be delivered beyond the boundaries of a town an additional 
charge of 6d. for each mile or part of a mile from the dolivery office is made, which must he 
prepaid by the sender in casb. The fees for the message must be prepaid in postage stamps. 

A non-renter may communicate with a renter from any Exchange for a payment of 2d. for a 
conversation of not more than 5 minutes. 

A renter may have a message sent from any Exchange to a non-renter on payment of the 
following fees :—

If without the boundary of a town, for each mile or part of a milo ts 6d. 

Instead of sending a message, a renter should he 80 wish, may havo the person with whom he 
wishes to communicate summoned to the nearest Exchange to speak to him on payment of the 
same fee as for a message to a non-renter. 

A renter may communicate from any exchange with any person without payment. . If any other person 
is waiting to use the instrument, he may not occupy the telephone for more than 5 minutes. 

Mail contractors, their agents and servants may communicate with any person on the system without 
payment on matters concerning the conveyance of mails. 

No renter may transmit a message for any other person for payment or shall charge any other 
person for the use of his telephone. 

Persons desirous of speaking to a Medical Practitioner on urgent business relating to illness may 
comtounicate with such Medical Practitioner without payment of a fee.

MAIL SERVICE. 


The Royal Mail Steam Packet Coy., under contract, provided for a fortnightly service between 
this Colony and the United Kingdom and places in transit, and the British and Foreign West India 
Islands up to 25th December, 1915. The Colony’s share of subsidy at the rate of £600 per annum 
is included in the statement above. From 25th December, 1915, the service was carried on by the 
Canadian Royal Mail Steamers without direct communication with the United Kingdom. 


The Steamers of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Coy. maintained a twenty-eight day service, 
so far as St. Vincent is concerned, to and from Demerara, Trinidad, Barbados, St. Lucia, Bermuda 
and Canada, and also to Dominica, Antigua, Montserrat and. St. Kitts up to 25th December, 1915, 
after which date the service was carricd on by the Canadian Royal Mail Steamers, 


On the homeward bound routes of the ‘Direct’? Line of Steamers occasional calls were made 
at St. Vincent for cargo.

The fee for a message from a non-renter to a non-renter is 4d. for every twenty words in addition to 
the address, and if a message is to be delivered beyond the boundaries of a town an additional 
charge of 6d. for each mile or part of a mile from the delivery office is made, which must he 
prepuid by the sender in cash. The fees for the message must be prepaid in postage stamps. 

A non-renter may communicate with a renter from any Exchange for a payment of 2d. for a 
conversation of not more than 5 minutes. 

A renter may have a messago sent from any Exchange to a non-renter on payment of the 
following fees :—

If without the boundary of a town, for each mile or part of a mile is 6d. 

Instead of sending a message, a renter should he so wish, may havo the person with whom he 
wishes to communicate summoned to the nearest Exchange to speak to him on payment of the 
same fee as for a message to a non-renter. 

A renter may communicate from any exchange with any person without payment. If any other person 
is waiting to use the instrument, he may not occupy the telephone for more than 5 minutes. 

Mail contractors, their agents and servants may communicate with any person on the system without 
payment on mattors concerning the conveyance of mails. 

No renter may transmit a message for any other person for payment or shall charge any other 
person for the use of his telephone. 

Persons desirous of speaking to a Modical Practitioner on urgent business relating to illness may 
communicate with such Medical Practitioner without payment of a fee.

There are no Railways or Canals in St. Vincent. The West India and Panama Telegraph 
Company’s Line connects this island with the other West Indian Colonies, and with Europe and 
America at Havana and Bermuda. 

There are about 62 miles of Highway running round the island for the most part close to the 
sea coast, except at the northern extremity where there are no roads. In addition 68 wiles of 
First Class and 94 miles of Second Class Byeways connect with the Highway. Besides this, there 
are 115 miles of Byeways leading to and through Land Scttlement Estates and Crown Lands,

Steamers of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Coy. under contract with the Canadian Govern- 
ment, maintained a fortnightly service throughout the year 1916-17 with Canada and the neighbouring 
Colonies and also, through Canada and other places of transhipment, with Europe, the United States of 
America, and the rest of the world. 





On the homeward bound routes of the “ Direct’’ Lino of Steamers, occasional calls were made 
at St. Vincent providing opportunities for communication with Europe and other places. 





Mails to and from the St. Vincent Grenadines, Carriacou and Grenada were conveyed by the 
Government Revenue Cruiser on irregular dates but on an average once a fortnight.
